which is now an integral part of 
Germany's flag, that caused the 74- 
year-old one-time ruler to speculate 
on the significance of that and oth- 
er hoary emblems 


To a select circle of friends he 


reveals the result of his studies in 
the form of a lecture, the subject 
of which was the "yang and yin" 
Chinese monad 


Well known throughout the Far 


East as a lucky charm, the monad 
consists of two commalike figures, 
head to tail, in a circle 


The foimer kaiser said he had 


been led to look into the subject by 
a circular of an American railroad 
company and tnat Professor Leo 
Frobenius, of the Kultur-Morpho- 
logical 
institute of Prankfort-on- 


the-Mam, had given him valuable 
data about it 


To his audience Wilhelm pointed 


out that the yang and yin symbol 
suggested 
movement, as did the 


swastika 


The ancients, he said, saw in it a 


motive force and sought behind it 
the divine impulse that set force in 
motion—its primary object being 
to illustrate the movement of the 
main celestial orb by the sun-wheel 
in its different forms. 


The antiquity of the yang and 


yin and similar symbols" was dem- 
onstrated, he added, by neolithic 
remains on which it figured Phoe- 
nician,

Former K a ise r Turns To Study 
Of Mystic Symbols Of Antiquity 


Doom, Holland. Nov. 23 (AP) — 
Former 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
spends 
these long wintry nights studying 
ancient symbols and their mean­ 
ings. 
It may have been the swastika, 
which is now an integral part of 
Germany’s flag. that caused the 74- 
year-old one-time ruler to speculate 
on the significance of that and oth­ 
er hoary emblems. 
To a select circle of friends he 
reveals the result of his studies in 
the form of a lecture, the subject 
of which was the “yang and yin" 
Chinese monad. 
Well known throughout the Far 
East as a lucky charm, the monad 
consists of two commalike figures, 
head to tail. in a circle. 
The former kaiser said he had 
been led to look into the subject by 
a circular of an American railroad 
company and that Professor Leo 
Frobenius, of the Kultur-Morpho- 
logtcal 
institute of Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, had given him valuable 
data about it. 
To his audience Wilhelm pointed 
out that the yang and yin symbol 
suggested 
movement, as did the 


swastika. 
The ancients, hé said, saw in it a 
motive force and sought beliind it 
the divine impulse that set force in 
motion—its 
primary object being 
to illustrate the movement of the 
main celestial orb by the sun-wheel 
in its different forms. 
The antiquity of the yang and 
yin and similar symbols' was dem­ 
onstrated, he added, by neolithic 
remains on which it figured. Phoe­ 
nician, 
Babylonian. 
Greek 
and 
Mexican pottery have yielded a h ar­ 
vest of interesting information on 
these symbols, he said. 
He was asked a number of G er­ 
man and Dutch savants to lecture 
at Doom house on what he called 
this fascinating theme.

velt Monetary Policy. 


Washington, Nov. 23 (AP).—As- 


serting the nation was threatened 
with "unrestrained inflation" and 
a complete collapse of government 
credit, Dr. O. M. W. Sprague, spe- 
cial fianance advisor to the treas- 
-ury, resigned Tuesday In 
protest 


against 
the Roosevelt monetary 


policy. 


In a letter to the president that 


predicted disaster vould follow the 
administration's plan for raising 
commodity prices 
by 
increasing 


the money value of gold, he said 
the only defense against the dan- 
gers he foresaw was ''an aroused 
and organized public opinion." He 
said he hoped to take part in such 
an effort. 


"It is possible that there might 


still be a meeting of minds had I 
been afforded any opportunity to 
discuss policies, with you," Sprague 
wrote to the chief executive. 


"But no'^opportunities 
whatso- 


ever have been afforded me since 
my return from London in July, 
after you rejection-of the arrange- 
ments to steady the foreign ex- 
changes during the period of the 
(world economic) "conference." 


It was just before that confer- 


ence met that Sprague came to the 
treasury. Previously he had been 
economic a-dvisor to the Bank of 
England. President .-.Roosevelt ex- 
pressed ' Himself then 'as extremely 
gratified at obtaining his services, 
adding that he was a "perfectly 
good American,"

Hickory And 
Walnut Tree j 


Planting Should Be 


Done Earlv. 


The best time to plant seeds of 


walnuts and hickories is in the au- 
tumn, soon after the fruit ripens 
and falls, 
says John W. 
Keller 


deputy secretary of th£ department 
of forests and waters. 


Nuts of these trees should be 


planted early because their fertil- 
ity is lowered if they are allowed 
to dry. If fall planting is not prac- 
tical because of possible damage by 
squirrels or other nut eating an- 
imals, the seeds may be keut in 
moist sand until spring. 


Seeds should always be planted 


on the site where the trees are ex- 
pected to remain, said Keller. Both 
the hickories. and walnuts are dif- 
ficult to transplant because of the 
long tap roots which they develop 
during the first year and which 
are frequently injured in trans- 
planting. The hulls of the 
nuts 


should be broken open or entirely 
removed before planting. 


Good places to plant walnuts and 


hickory 
nuts are in 
abandoned 


fields 
along 
fence 
rows, 
about 


camping sites, and in open spots 
in the forest. Moist, fertile sites 
where the small trees will obtain 
plenty of sunlight should 
be se- j 


lected. Holes should be about two' 
inches deep and only 
one

should be planted to a hole.

among the most popular hardwood

Rebuilt Dam Will 


Make Camp Sites 


The rebuilding of the old Parker 


dam in northern Clearfield county 
by emergency conservation work- 
ers, under the supervision of the 
department of forests and waters, 
will again bring into existence a 
body of water that was intimately 
associated with the early lumber- 
ing era in Pennsylvania. 


The new Parker dam, which is 


rising on the site of the old one, 
is located in Huston township, in 
Clearfield county, in the heart of 
the Moshannon state forest, an ex- 


tensive woodland area of some 69,- 
000 acres. The drainage area of 
the reservoir is 
about 
eighteen 


square miles. 


The old dam was used primarily 


for floating logs down Laurel run, 
to the sawmill, but the new era is 
wholly a recreational project for 
citizens of Pennsylvania. An area 
of about thirty acres will be flooded 
permitting 
excellent 
swimming, 


boating and fishing in the summer 
and skating in the winter.
